In Annual Report to Trustees 

(The following is a condensation of 
the text of President Judson A. 
Rudd's annual report to the university 
trustees for the year 1952 - 53 .) 

Although the administration of the 
college has been under great pressure 
in many areas during the school year 
just concluded, the Lord has mani- 
fested His presence step by step along 
the way. 

Enrollment reached a total of 280 
for the school year, a record for the 
entire history of the university. 

Despite the increased enrollment, 
the spiritual tone of the school has 
remained high. Generally speaking, 
student morale has been good and 
the widely recognized “family spirit”

In my daily devotions for the two 
days succeeding the annual meeting 
of the Board of Trustees, T meditated 
on the twelfth chapter oi' I Corinth- 
ians. In this wonderful chapter we 
see that the Lord Jesus is continuing 
His earthly ministry through a col- 
lective body of individuals, each of 
whom is indwelt by the Spirit of God. 
To us individually and collectively it 
is said, “For it is God which worketh 
in you both to will and to do of His 
good pleasure.” In 1 Corinthians 12:6 
wc are told that “It is the same God 
which worketh all in all.” 

Of the various interested groups 
making up the university, one of the 
most important groups, is the Board 
of Trustees. The board is legally the 
source of all authority and with it 
rests final responsibility for the per- 
petuation and welfare of the univer- 
sity. If God is to work out His will 
in the life and ministry of the uni- 
versity, He must work out His will 
through the Board of Trustees as well 
as through the other groups. The 
growth of the university in stature 
and strength for the service of Christ 
has been dependent upon the growth 
of these groups. 

The Board of Trustees was respon- 
sible for the legal birth of the uni- 
versity. The board ministered to Lhe 
needs of the university in its early 
life. A nucleus of board members 
stood faithfully during the trying 
days of the depression. Now in recent 
years the board has again taken a 
most prominent part in the growth 
and welfare of Bryan University. 

With the increased activity of the 
hoard, I have seen it catch a new 
vision of the reason for the existence 
•of the university, its ministry, and its 
service. The trustees have come to 
know and understand each other. 
They have been learning how to plan 
and work together. They have learned 
the importance of securing the inter- 
est and support of others in the minis- 
try of Bryan. It has been a joy to 


see them stress the primary impor- 
tance of the spiritual life, the neces- 
sity of high academic standards, and 
the desirability of material facilities 
to better care for the students that 
God has given us. 

In this recent annual meeting of 
the board it was more evident than 
ever before how the individual trus- 
tees complement and supplement 
each other. In the language of the 
Apostle Paul in the twelfth chapter 
of T Corinthians, some arc feet, some 
are hands, some are ears, some are 
eyes, and some arc like other sensory 
apparatuses of the human body. As 
the trustees manifested a concern for 
one another, it was evident that they 
understood their need for one another 
in order to know and to do the will 
of God. 

The trustees of Bryan University 
are a representative group, the final 
repository of all that Bryan Univer- 
sity is and stands for as a testimony 
to the Lord Jesus and as an instru- 
ment for His service. As you pray 
for Bryan University, pray for the 
trustees as well as for the students, 
the faculty, the staff, and the sup- 
porting constituency. 


Gifts to Bryan Deductible 
From Federal Income Tax 

For the benefit of friends who are 
interested in making contributions to 
Bryan University, the following state- 
ment indicates the official recognition 
of the Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue in declaring that the university 
is exempt from the payment of federal 
income tax. * 

“Contributions made to you are de- 
ductible by the donors in arriving at 
their taxable net income in the man- 
ner and to the extent provided by 
the Internal Revenue Code and cor- 
responding provisions of prior reve- 
nue acts. 

It further states, “Bequests, lega- 
cies, devises or transfers, to or for 
your use are deductible in arriving at 
the value of the net estate of a de- 
cedent for estate purposes ... to 
the extent provided by the code.” It is 
also true that “gifts of property . . . 
are deductible in computing net gifts 
for gift tax purposes in accordance 
with the code.” 

This information will be of value 
to those on whose hearts the Lord has 
laid the ministry of financial help 
to the university. Bequests should be 
made in the following form: 

I give and bequeath unto the Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan University, in- 
corporated under the laws of the State 
of Tennessee and located at Dayton, 

Tennessee, the sum of , 

and 1 direct that the release of the 
president or the treasurer of the said 
university shall be sufficient dis- 
charge for my executors.

has not diminished. Wc wish to re- 
cord here our expression of apprecia- 
tion to every member of the faculty 
and staff who has helped to make 
this a successful year. 

Students have been most active in 
Christian service engagements, con- 
ducting meetings in local churches, 
teaching S u n d a y school classes, 
preaching on the street and in jails, 
and witnessing effectively in hospi- 
tals and many other places. 

Dr. Donald K. Campbell is to be 
with us in the Bible department next 
year. His employment was the result 
of much prayerful effort to secure the 
right one for the Bible department. 
Dr. Campbell has just received his 
doctor oT theology degree from the 
Dallas Theological Seminary and is 
h ighly recommend cd . 

Because of the concerted effort to 
obtain extra funds over the previous 
two-year period, in connection with 
the building program, it was decided 
that the constituency should not be 
subjected to such intensive pressure 
during the fiscal year just concluded. 
Relatively little construction activity 
was carried on, although efforts were 
made to obtain satisfactory bids for 
the completion of the memorial 
building. 

We have concentrated this year on 
the reduction of outstanding obliga- 
tions which were incurred in con- 
nection with the building program. 
Notes payable obligations of the op- 
erating fund and the building tund 
stand at about the same figure as a 
year ago. Current obligations, in- 
cluding contracts payable, which 
amounted to around $56,000 a year 
ago have been reduced by approxi- 
mately one-hall. 

This reduction in outstanding obli- 
gations has been accompanied by an 
increased investment of more than 
§5,000 in the memorial building and 
more than §6,000 in equipment, be- 
sides the investment in the athletic 
field. 

This improvement in our financial 
situation is made possible through an 
increased income and reduced ex- 
penses. It has been encouraging to 
note that gift income reached §85,- 
509.73, slightly less than the previous 
year’s total of $86,513.24 second high- 
est gift income in Lhe history of the 
school. 

While operating income from both 
gifts and fees reached an all-time 
high, there was a drastic reduction in 
the expense of the public relations 
division amounting to nearly $10,000. 
The school has operated at a more 
efficient level because of the high 
enrollment figure. All enterprises
